J Francis Drake was bon at Ipſwich, and in his 
152uth put Apprentice to a Malter of a Uellel, during which 
time he gave himſelk wholly to the ſtudy of Marin Atkalrs, 

\. and grew fo perfect therein, that he in the end became the 

Worlds Wonder, the Nations Glozv, and Terroz to its Cnemics 3 

in demonſtration of which, J ſhall declare his ſeveral Tlopages and 


great Atchievementg, till his Death. : 
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2 SIrFRANCITIS- DRAKE. 


Firſt, Then he having by his many Exploits gained great Ap- 
plauſe, and the Reputation of an able Sea-man, wa made Captain 
of a ſmall Tiefſel by Queen Elizabeth, and ſmployed againſt the Spa- 
niard, her Poztal Enemp, from whom he took divers Pzſzes near 

But not ſo contented, he. on the 24th. of May, 1572. ſet 

Sail in the Paſchal of Plimouth, a Ship of 70 Tuns, and mount- 
ed with 10 Guns, accompanyed with the Swan, a Ship of 25 Tung, 
and 8 Euns, Commanded by his Bꝛother John Drake: having on 
Board both the Ueſſels, 7 3 Men and Boys, with all other Neceſſa- 
riſes, and having a fair Wind, came to Guadalupa, one of the 
Weſt- India Jflands, on the 29th. of June, but found nothing 
there, except ſome few Cottages made of Boughs, and covered with 
Palmata Leaves, which ſecured them from Rain, in the Nature of 
Tiles; yet they had ght of two Canows, but tould not reach then, 
byreaſon the Calm was ſo great. Theſe Canows are Boats which 
the Indians uſe, being koz the molt part cut out of Trees like 
Troughs, and a piece of Wood fired on either fide, to keep than 
from overturning ; Whereupon, after they had watered their, they 
weighed Anchoꝛ, and Sailed to Port Pheſant, ſo named, betauſe of 
the abundance of that ſozt of Foul found there: and there going on 
Shoar, found that one Mr. Garret of Plimouth, had been lately 
there, and had left an Jnſcription in Lead nailed to a Tree, to warn 
him not to ſtay in that Pozt, fozaſmuch as the Spaniards had notice 
of his Arrival; yet Landing moze Foztes, he reſolved to ſtay and 
build a Pinnace, which he affected, fo2rifyving rhe Pozt in the mean 
while, to pzevent any ſurp2ize. And whillt they ſtayed there, a Bark 
tame from the Ille of Wight, bzinging in a Spaniſh Pꝛize, which 
joyned with Captain Drake ; So that having finiſhed. the Pinnacz, 
the 3 Ships and Pinnace Salled to the [le of Pinos, where they 
found 2 Spaniſh Ships of Nombre de Dois, Lading Timber by 
the Negroes. In thoſe Ueffels they were inkozmed of the State 
of the City and Country, and that new Foꝛtes were dayly erpeited, 
to defend it againſt the Symerons, a Black People, with long Hair, 
who.had Revolted from the Spaniards, by reaſon of their Cruelty, 
and ſince choſen themſelves two Kings. UWhereupon ſetting the 
Negroes on Shoar with ſome gifts, Captain Drake reſolved to go 
to Nombre de Dois, which he entered by Night, beating the Spa- 
niards 
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niards from their Defences, who hung Lines a thwart the Eaſt end 
ok the Street, to make the Engliſh believe, by rhe lighted Watches 
tyed thereon, that their Foztes were greater than indeed they were, 
and immediately Fired, which was anſwered with a like number of 
Fire-ſhot and Arrows from the Engliſh ; they came to puſh of Pike, 
and butt end ol the Musket, upon which the Spaniards fled, and the 
King's Treaſury confiſting of 360 Tun ok Silver Bars, and alike 
value of Gold, lad fell into the hands of the Engliſh, had not Cap: 
tain Drake been unfo2tunately wounded in the Leg, which cauſcd 
the loſs of ſo much Blood, that he fainted, yer nevertheleſs he per- 
ſwaded his Men to pet ſiſt, fo2 that the like advantage could not be 
expected to be regained, if it was once emitted; but they pꝛekering 
their Captain's Life befoze the Treaſure, fo2ccd him on Skip-tcard. 
In this Battle only one Engliſh-man was killed, and thzee oz four 
wounded by tlc Wcapons the Enemy had caſt away in their flight; 
ſeveral of rhe Spaniards were killed, and taken Pziſoners. But 
Captain Drake being now on Ship-board, and well perceiving the 
Spaniards had increaſed their Fo2ces, thought it not convenient with 
ſo (mall a number, to make a ſecond attempt, therekoze taking a 
Ulcfſel Laden with Ulincs, which at his coming he found in the 
Pozt; He let Sail fo2 the Pozt Plenty, and there, by the advice of a 
Negro, Carelled the Symerons he found there, who being Moztal 
nenues to the Spaniards, joyned Friendſhip with him, and greatly 
furthered his Aﬀairs ; and Sailing thente towards Cartagena, he 
took a great Ship Richly Laden, and akter that, another, in which 
were two of the Spaniih Kings Scrivendoes, who were [ent from 
Nombre de Dois. with the News of what had happened there. Pet 
he acted not fo ſecretly, but that his coming was known to the Car- 
tagenians, who taking the Alarum, came down to the Sloar in 
great number, inſomuch that Drake tl ought it no ways convenient 
to Land there: and that his Pinnaces might be the better Maned, 
he cauſed his great Ship to be ſunk, after all things neceſſary were 
taken out of her, and Sailed from that Pozt, lying fo2 ſome time 
undiſcovered, abour a League thence, and cauſed the Negrocs to 
build a Houle, to ſhelter his Men from the violent Stouns of 
Rain, that fell during his tay ; Co which place the Indians bought 
ſtoſe of Water and Tlicuals, ko; which they were amply gratifped. 
At 
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At which place lcaving one Ship, he, with the two Pinnates, Saſl⸗ 
ed to Rio Grand, where Koving up a great River, the Ma rriners 
were muthafllited with the \nſufferable ſtinging of Flyes, called 
Muskalos, again & which there is no Remedy, but Juice of Lemons, 
with which the skin being wer, they will not faſten. In the River 
he met two Indian Canows, in which were Fiſher⸗ men, but took no 
notice of them, koz fear of being diſcovered, but paſſing fo2 Spa- 
niards, the Captain and his Men came to a Stoze houle, on the R1- 
ver fide, where he found great plenty of Pꝛoviſion, pꝛepared fo2 the 
Altet that was about to return into Spain; after which, having 
notice that the Spaniards were coming down, they returned to their 
Pinnates, and ſoon akter took five oz fir ſmall Barks, Laden with 
Piaviſion, letting the Men on Shoar, and ſo Sailed to the Country 
cf the Symerons, who kindly retei bed them. Theſe Symerons are 
People Inhabiting between Cabezas, and Rio Piego, who by 
certain Negroes, were given to underſtand, That Drake came as 
a Friend, and would protect them againſt the attemp's of the Spa- 
mards; which cauſcd them to. admit the Engliſn to confer with 
them, and furniſh them with (uch necellaries as they required; pꝛo⸗ 
miling Drake, that as ſoon as the ſibe Rainy Months were palt, 
in Which, Spaniards never carry their Treaſure by Land, the? 
would ſo o:dcr the matter, that he ſhould make himlelk Maſter of much 
Cold. Clhereupon he ozdered them to build him fix Houſes, ko: 
ſheltring his Wen, which they did, as likewiſe with the help of the 
Englith, a Foyt Triangle, which the Captain koztikped to prevent 
any ſurpzize; and leaving part ok his Men there, Sailed amongſt 
the pleaſant JClands, in the River repliniſhed with Gardens, and 
Delicious Fruits, where the Indians were at his Devotion, dcliver- 
ing up their Dews and Arrows, bzinging Saskets of Fruit and 
Juices in Sails, as an Dilation of thele People. Drake inquired 
into the State of the Tountiy, and then Sailed towards Chareqha, 
and Anchozed between the J2and. and the Mainland, to defend 
which, the Spaniards had lincd the Shoar with Shot, Firing intec⸗ 
ſantly at tle Engliſh, fo that they were obliged to ſtand off, the 
Captain having one of his Men loze wounded ; and next Mozning 
took a Bark Laden with Pyoviſion and Sweet-meats, bound fz 
Car lagena, ſetting all the Men on Shoar, extept a Negro, wn 
the 
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two other 
with a Flag of Truce, who deſired to be 
was attoꝛdingly granted; But Drak 
only to p2otcact tinte, till rhe Fozces came en to ſurp2ize him, 
would not accept of his Invitation on Shoar, which Trcachery was 
ſoon apparent. Foz the Spaniards perceiving Drakes warrineſg, 
and that they couid not get him within their reach by Land, ſent two 

gips of Uar to fight him by Sea, which he perceiving, went ſoy⸗ 
fully to encounter them: but after exchange of ſeveral ſhot, the Spa- 
niards finding their entertainment too warm, put themſelves under 
the Pꝛotection of rhe Caffle, and ſoon akter came two other Pin⸗ 
naces, who farcd no better then the foymer ; Uhereupon Drake 
Landed ſeveral of his Men, and dzove the Spaniards from the 
Dhoar, and fo? their ſafcty, to betake themſclvcs ſome to the Town, 
and othe's to a tl ick Woodſtanding clole by; but Ulictuals growing 
ſcarcc, he was obliged to ſtand away to Rio Grand, where a little 
{i220 he had kound ſtoze ok Pyoviſion, but now was fruſtrated in 
his erpectation, fo2 the Spaniards had cauſed the Natives to retire 
tothe Mountains, and carry with them all their Cattle, &c. But 
at length meeting with ſeveral ſmall Uellelg, which he took, their 
want was in ſome meaſure [upplyed, yet the ſcarcity cauſcd a Sick- 
neſs to rage among the Harriners, but Pꝛobidence fo ozdered it, 
that only one them Dyed. 

The Sickneſs ended, Drake returned to the Fozt, where he had 
[:fr part ok hig Men, together with the 5ymerons, but upon his ar- 
rival, to his great grief, found his Bꝛother, and one Richard Allen, 
Dead ok the Wounds they received in attempting to Board a Spa- 
nich Ship of conſiderable foxcc. Noz was this all the loſs, fo2 Jo- 
ſeph Drake, another of the Captains Bꝛothers, ſoon afrer Dyed c£ 
a Calenture ; yet he took Courage, and being lupplyed by the Syme- 
rons, he attended his better Foztune, and was ſoon akter inkozmed 
by thofe People (who like Grey-hounds ranged the Country to learn 
what they could) that rhe Spaniſh Fleet was arrived at Nombre de 
Dois; whercupon Drake ſent the Lyon Frigat to ditcry them, 
who upon her aypꝛoaching that Pozt, fcll in with a (mall — 
Cieltc!, 
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Ueſel,. Laden with Mace, Hens, and Pompions, from Tolon 
The Spaniards that were found therein, the Captain ufed courte: 
ouſly, pꝛotetting them krom the fury of rhe Symerons, who are Moz: 
tal Enemies to the Spaniards. 

Upon certain that the Flect was arrived, Drake confered 
with the Native WMerons, about the NeceClaries that were to be 
pꝛovided fo2 the expedition, to ſurp2ize ſuch Carriages of Gold and 
Silver, as were to come over-Land ; who told him he muſt be well 
furniſhed with Weapons and Shooes,and that fo2 the reſt they would 
not be wanting; which being p2ovided,48 Men ſer kozward, ok which, 
30 wecre Symerons, and the reſt Engliſh ; the fozmer ſerbing in- 
ſtead of Sumpterers fo2 carrying Pꝛoviſion, and when the ſtoze fail- 
ed, they would range rhe Woods, and carch fuch Pzoviſion as thcy 
could, ſeldom miſſing to return without a Buck oz Faun, oz ſtoꝛe 
of Foul, bearing about them many Arrows, headed with Jron, 
Wood, oz Fiſhes Bones; which they will caſt ſo derterouſly, that 
they ſcldome mils the Jron, with which their Arrows are headed, and 
is frequently found to be moze precious in their eſtimation, than 
Gold. 

This March they continued over-Land through many thick 
Woods, from Sun⸗xiſe, till ten in the Mozning, and then reſting 
in watery plates till four in the Afternoon, they walked till eight; 
and when Darkneſs came on, the Symerons laying aſide their 
burthens, would cut down Boughs to build Harbours with, 
covering them to keep out the Rain, if any ſhould fall, building 
them with Planata Leaves, detent⸗wiſe attoꝛding to the Faſhion of 
Norway Cottages; inſomuch that no Rain would enter fo2 the 
ſpace of 24 hours; no2 were they wanting to bzing ſeveral ſozts of 
Fruits, as Mammeas, Guyanas, Palmitos, Pinos, Oranges, Le- 
mons, Cc. 

After 3 days Travels,they came to a Town of Symerons, ſcituate 
pn a Hill near a River, compaſſed with a Dike of eight koot b2oad, 
and a thick Mud wall ten foot in heſghth,containing one bꝛoad Stret 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and two croſs Streets of a leſſer bzeadth ; all 
conſiſting of ſixty Families. who in their Apparel, ſomewhat im⸗ 
mitated the Spaniards: This Town is diſtant from Nombre de 
Dois 25 Leagues, and 45 from Panama, being ſufficiently ſto⸗ 
red 
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Journey, with many expꝛeſſions of kindneſs took his leave, and (o 
marching with four Symerons , who knew the way about a Mile 
bcfoze him, who by bzeaking off Boughs, and ſtrewing them in the 
way, gave directions ; and the other twenty four divided equally fo2 
his Taunt-Guard, and Rear-Guard, the Engliſh-continuing in 
the middle. After paſſing many Gloomy UUoods, which ſheltered 
them frain the Suns hot Beams, they came to a great Hill, on 
which ood a high Tree, in which were cut ſeveral eps, that led to 
a pleaſant Bower, ſcituate on the top, in which, ten oz twelve Men 
mr fir, and from thence take a view of the Roꝛth and South 
Athanticx.Ncean ; and from thence they paſſed on to a plain 
Champain Country, 3bounding in Gzaſs ſo high, that the Inhabi⸗ 
rants are obliged to burn it rte oz thzice a Bear, to give their 
Catle advantage of feeding ; rhzottgy Sbich they Travelled to Pa- 
nama, and fo? fear of being diſcovered, cc thzough a Gloomy 
Gꝛove, on the Right-hand, and at the edge thereof red? g: they lent 
a Symeron diſguiſed like a Negro, to Panama, to ſnquire 58at 
Night, koꝛ by Day they Traveled ? not by reaſon of the heat of the 
Sun. The Recoes paſſed to Venta-Cruz, in oꝛder to their PaCſ- 
ſage to Nombre de Dois, to Land the Fleet, and by him, upon his 
return had notice, That that Night eight Moils Laden with Gold 
and Silver, and one with Jewels, together with fifty others Laden 
with Pꝛoviſions and Merchandize, were to paſs the -Rode ; where- 
upon Drake, with his Men, * the Symerons, placed themſelves 
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d then :

back again, and only that Laden with Pzovicion, Merthandiſe, and 
a \mall:quantiry of Treaſure, come foxward, which was attoꝛding⸗ 
ly taken, and declared the manner of the P2evention ; implozing 
Drake to defend them from the rage of the Symerons. 

Matters being at this paſs, it was not thought ſafe to Cay long 
in thoſe parts, but to return to the Ships , which they could not 
do, but by the tedious way they tame, oz by cutting their way thzough 
Venta-Cruz, the latter of whichas leſs difficult. Drake reſolved 
on, and therefoze tommanding his Men to refreſh themlelves, - agk- 
ed Pedro, Captain of the Symerons, whether he would ſand by him 
oz not? who anſwered, He would Dye at his Feet, e re he would 
leave him; and thertupon on they marched, till they cam near the 
Town, and there taking out of the Recoes what-wag beſt Pozta⸗ 
ble, they turned back. the Moiles and their Dzivers, commanding 
them on paln ol Death, not to follow them: and ſentering the way, 
cut thzough a thick Wood, as thick as our Engliſh Hedges, they 
were intountered by a company, of. Spaniards, under the leading of 
a Convent Fryer ; when after a hot skirmich (in which John Har- 
ris, an.Engliſh-man, and one Symeron, were killed, the Spani- 
ards werepl to light, many. of them being ki ted, wounded; and

under the Tropick Cancer, fell in with a Spaniſh Craval, which 
he took, and then Sailing ts Caps Barbas, he there took another, 
though indifferently Laden with Pꝛoblden; where having plenty 
of all things netellary he ſtayed a while, during which tpace, the 
Natives came down to view the Engiiſh, byinging wits tem a 
Negro Woman half tarved, with a Child at her Bzeſt, offering hee 
to Sail, but Drake would not Traffick fo2 ſuch Commodities; 
wyereupon they bzought Eung, and Amber greeſe, offering it fo? 
krech water, which above all things is moſt ſcarce in that Country. 
Water they had, but Drake would not take any thing fo? the com: 
mon Element, as likewiſe ſome P)oviſion, ko which they were very 
thanklul koz, eating greedily. | 
Daving thus far pꝛotceeded, they ſet the Spaniards on Shoar, 
d afrertriming their Ships, Sailed ro Cape de Verde, and fo 
Caurted Bomaviſta, falling in with the Ile of Mayo, Inhabited 
by te Portugueſe, and ſo touching at ſeveral Illands, came to St. 
Jago, v1 the Squth-Weſt of which Jlland, thep took a Portugucte 
Ueſlel, Laden wird Wine, Woolten, and Linnen:Tloath, on its 
return fro Brazil > and in defiance of thoſe on Land, Fired upon 
thee 02 four o their Tosgng, ſtanding on the Sca-Coalt.

Harbour, built a Pinuace, and then ente ing a La Sruth u ard tame to the 
Town of Cyppo, Inhabbited by rhe Spantards, who diitovering them er they. 
could Land any conſiderable number of Men, came down with 1 Spann 
DozC:, and 20 Indians on foot, running after them like Dogs. But ere they 
could pꝛe vent it, all but one Man was got on Board, but he boldec then the 
reſt, ſtaping to outface them in a badet p, was (hor by one of them, and then by 
the Indians, (tuck full of Frrows made of green Mood, cutting off his Head. 
and Kight hand, and pulliug out his hrart: yer what they left of him, his 
Companions the next dap Landing, Buried. And leaving theſe Zutcherr 
Spaniards, Sailing Nozth-ward, they came to the Cape of Mormorcna, where 
finding four Indians in their Canows, they pꝛomiſed to bzing them to a place 
where ther might water, which atcoꝛdingly they did, where lighting on a Spa- 
niard a fleep, with thirteen Bars of Silver weighing 43 Spaniſh Duckates, 
thep eaſed him of the burden: and not far from thence they met another Spa- 
n!ard, and an Indian Boy, dꝛiving four Pcrvanian Sheep, cach Sheep bearing 
two bags, in tach of which, was fifty pound weighr of Sil ver, which became 
likewiſe their Pꝛize, and ſo returned on Board: and a little from rhonce. met 
ſeveral Indians Rowing in Boats of Leather ſowed together, andfoated lad 
ders filled with Wind, which Now verp ſwiftlp; with theſe they carrped 
knives and Hlaſs-Beeds, foz Fiſh. 

Sailing along the Tract, they came to another 7 ſland near the Province of 
Cuſco, where they found Sheep as big as Cows, whom rhe Jnhabirants uſe 
in carrying their burdens, the {wil aud 7iefþ of which arc excellent Cloath- 
ing, and Pꝛoviſion. This Coaſt is Inhabited by the Spaniards. which made 
our Men hope fo2 ſome Rich bootp.noz were they deteived in their expecati- 
en; foz rhe firſt thing they happened on, was a Bark with fozty odd Bars cf 
Sil ver, and ſdon after another Laden with L innen, and ſo Sailed to ima, 12 
Degrecs 3 Minucts South Latitude where they Anchezed, although in the 
Harbour were 3 Spaniſh weſſels Boarding a Geſſel that had in her 15 80 
Bars of Silver, of which, and ſome orher Commodities found there, they ca» 
ſed her; And having notice of a Nich Ship, bound fox Panama, they ſet Sail, 
ardfalling with Franciſco, about Jj2oun rhep diſcovered Fer. and bearing up 
without reſiſtante, Bearded her, finding in her Fruits, Conſerves, Sugars, 
and a grrat quanii'y cf Jewels, 13 Cheſts of Plate Rial 80 l. weight of Sold, 
and s Tun of unccyned Silver, valued ar 36 Pezoes, foz which thep cn- 
iy gave the Mader @ iitticLinnen in exchange, which he rok, ſuppoling that

Fathom, whercfozc Sailing tothe Welt, Drakes Ship happened to run cn a 
Shole that extended it ſeven Leagues, where, had the cdind been high, (he 
had been loſt But Pꝛovidence ſv oꝛdered it, by the hea ving and fc rnng of rhe 
Sta, and the Sailozs endeavours, ſhe get off. and Sailing among? rhe 'Ffſandg 
of the Sea, came at laſt ro Java, where the chief Ring ot rhe Country came on 
oard. ſending befoze him foze of Pꝛoviſton; him they welcomed in the beg 
ſoꝛt, with Muſick and Pzoviſton: eſpecially with Wine, who within a while 
after. returned highly ſatisfied; Ind there having Trafficked a while, they 
took their leaves, and Sailed towards the Cape of Good!
